Communism, therefore, found fertile ground in Russia owing to the, 
centuries old oppressions and injustices of the old Tsarist regime, during | 
which the most abject poverty_and ignorance continued among fhe masses | 
of the people alongside an aristocracy rolling in wealth and indulging in all | 
forms of extravagance and luxury. The added sufferings, sacrifices and hor- | 
rors of the Great War were all that was necessary to set the country aflame 
and provide the Communists with the opportunity they had ‘long been | 
awaiting. .

Grain Research Laboratory Tests 


To persons who have preached the 
need of precautions against a lower- 
ing of the standard of quality of 
Canada's wheat, a report just issued 
from the Dominion Grain Research 
Laboratory in Winnipeg will be reas- 
suring. Some months ago Dr. Rob- 
ert Magill, Secretary of the Winnipeg 
Grain xchange, said that: the wheat 
crop of 1927, though very satisfac- 
tory from the standpoint of quantity, 
was not so satisfactory. from the 

| standpoint of quality. He asserted 
that of the wheat grown in the Prov- 
inces and inspected at Winnipeg, only 
‘about 1 per cent. graded No. 1» North- 
| ern, and only 6 or 7 per cent. graded 
No. 2 Northern. In other words, he 
indicated that some. 92 per cent. of 
the wheat inspected at Winnipeg 
| graded No. 3 Northern or lower. ire 
| situation Dr. Magill attributed, 
part, to weather conditions in sec- 
tions of the prairie region: and; in 
| part, to the class of grain planted by 
some farmers in that part of the 
Dominion. The Secretary of the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange’ touched 
| upon a topic that -Mr. L. H. New- 
| man, the Dominion Cerealist; Mr. G. 
| A. Clark, the Dominion Seed Com- 
| missioner; prominent members of the 
| Canadian Seed Growers’ Association, 
| and the directors of the Saskatchewan 
| Wheat Pool had discussed. Mr. New- 
‘man told the Committee on Agricul- 
| | ture of the Dominion House of Com- 
|mons a year or more ago and the 
| Saskatchewan Pool. directors later 
| asserted that some farmers in West- 
| ern Canada, in the hope of attaining 
higher acre yields or of reducing their 
| risk of losses from rust infections, 
{had been sowing varieties of wheat 
that were not so desirable as the 
| standard varieties from the _ stand- 
| point of milling and baking qualities, 


| The report now issued from the Do- 
'minion Grain Research Laboratories 
| reveals the. results of tests of the miil- 
| ling and baking qualities of wheat 
|of the crop grown this year. The 

tests were made with samples of 

grain from all the three western pro- 

vinces, secured from the office of: the 
, chief grain inspector. Those sam- 
| ples were regarded as fairly repre- 


sentative of the whole western crop. . 


The report, prepared by F. J. Bichard 
and I. I Aitken, 


ture content of the 
grades is low and that to date very 
little tough grain and no damp grain 
has appeared on the market. The 
weight per bushel of each grade. of 
wheat, states the report, is higher 
than that of last year;, the protein 
content of the wheat is. higher in 
each grade; the quality of ‘the pro- 
tein is superior, particularly in the 
‘lower grades, to that of last year, and 


the baking quality of the flour made |. 


from each grade is décidedly super- 
ior to that of last year. The high mil- 
ling and baking quality of the com- 
mercial grades is attributed. to the 
fact that all the lower grades con- 
tain a considerable percentage of 
hard, plump, sound wheat, that frost 
did not occur until the wheat was 
nearly matured and that most of the 
crop was harvested under very favor- 
able conditions. All this is very 
gratifying to the farmers and to the 
| people of the country at large. Can-
